Sir: - 


In reply to your inquiry as to lighting the Basement of the Mint Building I find that the 
capacity of the present dynamo is one hundred light, to which are now attached one hundred and 
four lights, consequently a new dynamo will have to be introduced if we attach any more 
incandescent lamps. This will cost from one thousand ($1000) to fourteen hundred ($1400) 
dollars, therefore the expense being so great I would not at present advise it. 


I would suggest that the Arc light in the Basement be detached from the other Arc lights 
in the building and this could then be used separately and accomplish almost what is desired and 
at a very small expense.
